“CELERON” PLATE RARE 
RELIC IN WORCESTER 


WORCESTER, Mass., 
Among the rare relics of pre-Revo- 
lutionary davs in the museum of 
the American Antiquarian Society 
here, is a fragment of the famous 
“Celeron plate,” one of seven used 
by the French Government in 1749 
to mark boundaries denoting French 
claims in America. 

In 1778, bovs swimming 
Muskingum River near Marietta, 
Ohio, found the leaden plate, 11 
inches long, 74% inches wide and one- 
eighth inch thick, and were meltinz 
it to make bullets when a passerby 
intervened. The fragment bears part 
of an inscription, similar to that on 
other plates buried by the expedition 
under the command of M. de Celeren, 
claiming for France all the regions 
touched by the river in whose bank 
it was buried.

Finally, he has the priceless gift of 
story-telling—had he lived today, he 
must have been a “best seller”—and 
he enthralls and thrilis the reader, 
whether he is telling a fairy tale or 
dealing with the romance of warfare. 
His story of the war with Persia is 
uncritical from the point of view 
of a modern military historian: for 
example, he greatly exaggerates the

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EDITORIALS 


It is more than a g9-easy optimism that leads 
the observer of Euro sean affairs to find, at this 
period of the eleventh 
anniversary of the out- 
| . break of the World War, 
i:' more that is reassuring 
| than at any other time 
since the armistice was 
signed. After eleven years 
of war and of attempted 
peace, there are indica- 
tions at present that Europe, having sloughed 
off the spell-of the war, has set about it in des- 
perate earnest to bring to pass in actual achieve- 
ments some of those ideals which, when the war 
was on, were so loudly proclaimed and then, 
apparently, so lfxhtly disregarded at the con- 
ference tables of the peace. 

Certainly to look back on the European devel- 
opments of the last twelve months is to realize 
their far-reaching significance. Events of out- 
standing importance since Versailles, as they 
make for the permanent settlement of world 
problems, are the rise to government of the 
British Labor Party; the overthrow of Ray- 
mond Poincare in France and the reversal of his 
policies by Edouard Herriot; the London Con- 
ference, where Germany first sat as an equal 
with the allied powers: the ratification of the 
Dawes plan; the re-entrance, however unsatis- 
factorily, of Russia to the chancelleries of Eu- 
repe; the .promulgation of the Protocol of the 
League of Nations and the subsequent incor- 
poration of many of its features in the security 
pact now being negotiated. 

Not the least important. of these recent devel- 
opments is the reassertion of more active Amer- 
ican interest in the task of European recon- 
struction. It’ is exceedingly unlikely that the 
reparations problem could have been so success- 
fully divorced from politics had it not been for 
the active and official interest of the Govern- 
ment of the United States jn that enterprise. No 
public official since President Wilson has been 
more consistent than President Coolidge in 
wishing Europe well in its task of bringing 
peace. The United States, though not a party 
to the negotiations. has given-no uncertain com- 
mendation to the efforts now under way to es- 
tablish peace by a security pact. — 

There appears, moreover, to be greater likeli- 
hood at present than at any previous time that 
the United States, with reservations, will enter 
the World Court when the matter comes before 
the Senatein December. These developments, as 
they have significance for the actual program 
of European settlement, serve, also, to indicate

“official recognition on the part of the United 


States that the governments of Europe, eleven 
vears after the war began, have made definite 
progress in eliminating political quibbling from 


their approach to the task of restoration. 


It is significant to review the history of the 
relationship of the United States to the problems 
created in Europe by the war, and to speculate 
upon the.wisdom or the unwisdom of American 
policies. There is hardly any denving the. fact 
that the failure of the United States to ratify 
the Treaty of Versailles held up in Europe the 
inauguration of constructive policies of recon- 
struction. It was confidently believed that Amer- 
i¢an help would arrive in time to save the peace 
as American help had assisted in the war. Until 
such American support came, moreover, poli- 
cies, either good or bad, were not subjected to 
a critical analysis. It was during this time that 
political animosities entered into the situation 
and served to start Europe in that vicious circle 
of conference and disagreement from which it 
is only now emerging. 

But if the withdrawal of American participa- 
tion in the task of ordering the affairs of Europe 
resulted in delaving settlement, it also contrib- 
uted in another direction. The refusal of the 
United States to be a party to the disputes of 
Europe emphasized the fact that the nations of 
Europe would finally be saved only by working 
out their own salvation. Europe, in 1925, is still 
seeking—and with greater success than before 
-——for the co-operation of the United States. But 
_Europe, in 1925, has given proof of its own will- 
ingness and ability to go ahead without Amer- 
ican help. And it is altogether likely that Eu- 
rope, finding its own wav out of the disorders 
left by the war, will establish a more abiding 
‘settlement than anv that could have been more 
speedily attained under the leadership of the 
United States. 

Now, with.the French troops leaving the Ruhr, 
yermany on the threshold of the League of 
Nations and a security pact in process of nego- 


tiation, it is possible to look with some confi- 


dence toward the future. It is true, of course, 
that armed forces have.increased rather than 
‘diminished durimg these post-war vears. But 
there appears to be basis for the belief that the 
situations which led to these inereases are be- 
coming less critical. Most important of all is 
the fact that the governments of Europe, with 
only one or two exceptions, have accepted as 
their maior undertaking in the field of foreign 
affairs the task of effecting permanent peace. 
So long as diplomacy concerns itself- not pri- 
marily with self-interest alliances, but seeks to 
establish some greater unity in which the main- 
tenance of peace will become a first considera- 
tion of all ef the nations, there is not only cause 
for optimism, but also some basis for the belief 
that the high purposes of the war may not alto- 
gether be forgotten. 


One immediate step toward better conditions 
in the coal mining industry in Canada has 
been achieved by getting 

the strike settled in Cape 
Breton. Much more re- 
mains to be done. It is to 
the credit of the new pro- 
vincial administration in 
Nova Scotia that the 
contending sides in the 
prolonged dispute were 
brought together. In accepting a lower rate of 
wages, the miners conceded something. They 
advanced more than half way to meet the terms 
of Besco, the British Empire Steel Corporation. 
At the same time the corporation recognized 
that it owed something to the public, particu- 
larly to the province. Settlement came, as it 
generally does in such industrial disputes, with 
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both sides making concessions. They realized 
that merely to reduce wages is no solution of 
the coal-mining problem, however. As in Great 


| Britain and the United States, the capacity of 


Canadian mines to supply coal is ahead of ef- 
fective demand. Much of the instability in the 
industry arises from causes over which the 
mining operators have no direct control. While 
the factor of more effective production has to be 
considered, the solution netds to bé approached 
from the point of view of more effective con- 
sumption. It is especially worth while consider- 
ing how to increase effective demand for Ca- 
nadian coal in the home market. There are op- 
portunities for real national service in tackling 
this problem of how to bring home demand 
more nearly up to Canada’s capacity to pro- 
duce and deliver the goods. 

Opportunities for service should be particu- 
larly attractive because, at the present time, 
Canada is far too dependent upon somewhat 
uncertain supplies of anthracite, for domestic 
fuel, from the United States. There are no 
anthracite mines in Canada to compete with 
Pennsylvania anthracite, and domestic furnaces 
are mainly designed for anthracite. Research 
into the feasibility of converting ordinary Nova 
scotia coal into fuel equal to anthracite has 
been made. It has been found to be practicable. 
It awaits only the necessary commercial enter- 
prise, or public spirit, to organize the new in- 
dustry, which would include the establishment 
of coke-producing plants in the more populous 
industrial districts. 

In other industrial countries, it is coming to 
be regarded as uneconomical to burn coal as 
raw material direct from the mines. So much 
can be saved as valuable by-products, including 
gas, tar, fertilizer, and motor fuel, without loss 
in’ heating value, it is apparent that a more 
economical treatment of coal for industrial, as 
well as for domestic, purposes is likely to be- 
come general. When this refinement of the proc- 
ess of consuming coal would help to promote 
stability in the mining industry, as it would in 
Canada by increasing demand in the home 
market, it is evidently one next development 
that is about due. Opportunity is knocking at 
someone's door, 
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While it often happens that speculative fore- 
casts concerning probable recommendations to 
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coming message from a 
President to Congress 
shoot quite wide of the 
mark, there is reason to 
suspect that the newspa- 
per men who have been 
more or less closely in 
touch with President 
Coolidge during his sojourn in Massachusetts 
this summer.are able to speak with some degree 
of accuracy regarding that gentleman’s fixed 
administrative policies. The frequent opportu- 
nities given for interviews with congressional 
leaders who have visited White Court at the 
President's behest have made it possible for 
those writers who have cared to do so to reflect. 
perhaps with some. precision, the trend of 
thought which will take shape in the Chief 
Executive’s message. 

‘rom present indications, therefore, the two 
principal subjects regarding which legislative 
action will be urged are material reductions in 
federal taxes, including the surtax rates, and the 
World Court protocol. As to the first of these 
policies, tax revision, it is believed that there 
will be immediate agreement upon the main 
issues involved between the Republican and 
Democratic menfbers of both houses. It has 
been made convincingly apparent that substan- 
tial national economies are possible. Few con- 
stituencies of incumbent legislators would re- 
gard favorably any effort to delay or defeat any 
feasible plan which would insure greater na- 
tional prosperity, even if by its adoption the 
tax burden of the so-called capitalistic class 
should be lightened. Even the hereditary politi- 
cal enemies of the Administration are able to 
realize that the President’s economy program 
has made him popular with the masses. Appar- 
ently there will be no repetition of that political 
juggling which resulted, in the last Congress, in 
the defeat of a comprehensive and admittedly 
equitable readjustment of federal tax rates along 
defined economic lines. 

An impartial survey of the situation seems to 
supply proof that a marked change has taken 
place in the attitude of the Senate since the 
sharp conflict over the nomination of Charles 
b. Warren as Attorney-General, ending in the 
refusal of that body to confirm the President's 
choice. Possibly the senators feel that they have 
established proof of their independence as‘ the 
members of a separate and distinct arm of a co- 
ordinating government. Perhaps they are con- 
vinced also that the President, by his own inde- 
pendence and constructive statesmanship, has 
won popular support and the approval of the 
great army of unattached voters of the country. 
Such a conviction might reasonably tend to en- 
list under the banner of the Administration those 
senators who had been persuaded to follow the 
flag of insurgency and discontent within the 
Republican Party. 

In less than a vear from this time one-third 
of the members of the United States Senate will 
be facing contests for re-election, or will be pre- 
paring to surrender their places to others. The 
political futures of these legislators will be 
largely determined by the success or failure of 
the Administration program in the forthcoming 
long session of Congress. They require no chart 
to show them that disaster awaits those who 
oppose the popularly approved plans which the 
President is preparing to outline so definitely 
that none can- mistake them. 

There is no doubt whatever .regarding Mr. 
Coolidge’s right of titular leadership of his party. 
That is conceded. There remains, for those who 
have sought to contest that right, the path of 
party loyalty or the camp of irreconcilable party 
insurgency. In Wisconsin, where insurgency has 
been rife for years, the issue is again joined in 
the approaching special election to determine 
the La Follette succession. 
Senator is standing for election against Roy P. 
Wilcox, who has been named as the regular 
Republican candidate. It is indicative of the 
issue that the platform resolutions adopted bv 
the regular Republicans approve and unquali- 
fiedlvy indorse “the policies and Administration 
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of Calvin Coolidge.” There is thus clearly de- 
fined, apparently, the real issue in this special 
election, as well as in the general elections 
of 1926. 


In a recently published symposium embracing 
the opinions of many presidents and deans of

generation the signifi- 
cance of great historic 
beliefs and ideals,” John 
M. Thomas, head of 
Pennsylvania State College, is quoted as having 
expressed the conviction that it is an impossi- 
bility to impart a sound and thorough educa- 
tion to one who has not been taught reverence 
for God in his youth. Thus there is re-echoed, 
as it were, the words of the Preacher, uttered 
centuries ago, ““Remenrber now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth, while the evil days come 
not, nor the years draw nigh, when thou shalt 
sav, I have no pleasure in them.” This is an 
admonition familiar to millions in whose pres- 
ence the words have been spoken in solemn 
invocation. Yet one wonders just how indelibly 
the thought expressed has impressed itself upon 
those regarded as seriously concerned as to the 
future of the race. 

mm the years immediately following the World 
War there was observed, especially in the United 
States, a marked increase in the number of ap- 
plicants for matriculation in the colleges and 
universities. At no previous period in the his- 
tory of. the world, perhaps, had there been so 
general and so spontaneous a reaching out for 
religious instruction. But it is an undoubted fact 
that, except in a few instances, there has been 
no attempt on the part of nonsectarian schools 
and colleges to supply the insistent need. It is 
the conclusion of President Thomas that -the 
very purposes for which the higher institutions 
of learning have been established, and for which 
they are maintained at a tremendous cost, are 
in great measure defeated by this persistent 
failure to meet the worlds great need. He 
insists that the finer qualities developed in the 
educational process come through appreciatichn 
of Jiterature and sympathetic understanding of 
history.. “But,” says he, “unless one has ac- 
quired a sense of spiritual realities, such’ as 
comes onlv through development of religious 
feelings, the writings of the masters leave him 
with heart cold, and the noblest pages of history 
remain unintelligible. Religious education,” he 
concludes, “is the indispensable background of 
real culture.’ 

In the collated opinions referred to, published 
in a recent issue of the Wisconsin Jewish 
Chronicle, there is nto important divergence 
of view in the conclusions of some seventeen 
prominent educators quoted. It is explained in 
an editorial introduction to the symposium that 
while the inquiry addressed to the heads of 
American colleges by the Federation of Temple 
srotherhoods, a subsidiary of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, limited itself 
to the need of religious education among Jew- 
ish college vouth, the replies overleap sectarian 
boundaries and embrace the entire college youth 
of America. 

Hopeful promise is seen in the willingness 
and ability of those who thoughtfully and help- 
fully discuss this subject to divest themselves 
so completely of all sectarian bias or prejudice. 
Their clear vision has made it possible for them 
to see beyond the narrow limitations of con- 
fusing dogma or hampering creed. Never be- 
fore, in modern history, has there been a more 
sincere desire than now for a knowledge of that 
fundamental Truth which it has been declared 
will make men free. The great search is for 
that understanding. It is encouraging to record 
the fact that actual progress is being made in 


new and adventurous 
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this pursuit for knowledge of man’s true status. * 
It will be continued determinedly. 


Editorial Notes 

Not very long ago a correspondence was Car- 
ried on during several months in The Times, of 
London, relative to a motto for that great 
metropolis, and it appeared to an outside ob- 
server that no suggestion was acceptable to 
anvone except the individual making it. Simi- 
larly the discussion that has been going on for 
some time in a New York newspaper as to the 
most beautiful line in the English language has 
given the same impression. What appears to 
one to be beautiful bevond compare, to another 
is not worthy even of mention, while the lat- 
ter’s choice is seen by a third as “banal, forced, 
strained and hyperbolic.”” In’an editorial in the 
Boston Herald commenting upon the subject 
the folowing conclusion is reached: “We won- 
der if a discussion of the worst lines and pas- 
sages in English poetry would not be fruitful? 
The practical difficulty would be that no literarv 
section could retain its present proportions and 
carry all the selected passages.” Of course, it 
is alla matter of individual judgment, but really 
it would seem, from some of the comments re- 
ceived in the best-line search, that this worst- 
line collection has already been made. 


A remarkable article is published in the Nation 
under the caption, ““‘The Rehoboth Question.” 
The Rehoboths of South Africa, it appears, are 
demanding their independence—a fact which, 
as the Nation says, to the ordinary reader means 
nothing, but which nevertheless represents one 
of the most perplexing problems that the man- 
dates system of the League of Nations has ever 
been called upon to solve. There doubtless are 
two sides to this question as there are to all 
such. No good, however, should be expected to

demands as that made not long since by the 
administrator of what was formerly German 
Southwest Africa, when he called the people of 
that “community”: “Indolent loafers, ... igno- 
rant, degenerate and furnishing shelter to law- 
breakers from all the surrounding region,” for 
such does not appear to accord with the facts in 
the case and sounds like sheer abuse. The Reho- 
boths may number onlv 8000, but it would seem 
that they have right and justice as allies. If this 
is indeed the case, they have something more 


powerful on their side than even the mandates ,

Canada has Anglicized or Americanized the appear- 
ance of the French, thickened their build and shaved off 
their beards. An occasional exception caricatures the 
features and person of the Old World Frenchman. 
Monsieur Leclerc is such a caricature. He is a lean, 
lizard-green man, with round lizard eyes and a handful 
of gray beard on a disappearing chin. 

He wears a black tail coat now green, white linen 
trousers, button boots and a red and white tie, sits 
down on a clover knoll on the Heights of Abraham and 
takes his boots off. He leans against a mound of turf, 
pulls a newspaper out of his pocket and begins to read. 
His body loosens and slips as the paragraphs swim by. 
In five minutes he is stretched full length on the grass, 
asleep. 

My interest in Monsieur Leclere is only wonder at 
the variety of mankind. What will this lank, lizard crea- 
ture do next?

lp toward the Great Lakes, familiar names of the 
imagination, immense leaves of water, the river takes 
down the light of the skv and seems to rise in paling 
zigzags th the heavens and to touch and prick them with 
the tip of its ultimate bend.

The shores of the St. Lawrence here are high cliffs, 
vellow and magenta, at times bared to the sun; at times 
lowered by the moderating slopes of the trees.

But there the 
hanks are low and humble green, and the detailed country

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Berlin 


Berlin. Aug. 18 (4) 

One of the biggest financial deals since the war is the 
sale to an Anglo-American syndicate, the names of whose 
menrbers are kept secret, of the gigantic interests of the 
Mannesmann brothers in the Spanish zone in Morocco 
and the Riff territory, which is being negotiated. The 
property, vast in extent, includes harbor works at Alhu- 
cemas and other: ports, zinc, sulphur and other mines, and 
large tracts ofgagricultural lands. The motive for the sale 
is said to be that the Mannesmanns see no prospect of 
carrying on activities in Morocco without political com- 
plications to their detriment ensuing sooner or later, in 
view of the unsettled condition of the country. 

A novel and interesting camera has now been put on 
the market by a well-known German factory. Its prin- 
cipal feature is that it uses a motion picture film which 
permits the taking of thirty-six pictures, whereas the 
ordinary camera film limits. the number of snapshots to 
either six or twelve. Of course the pictures must’ be 
enlarged, but since the apparatus is equipped with a very 
good lens, their claritv does not suffer by the process 
and many photographers will put up with that incon- 
venience for the sake of having a camera with which 
they can take three dozen pictures without changing the 
film and which is so small that it can be carried in the 
jacket pocket. Already several German savants are using 
it on their travels in foreign countries. The camera is 
the invention of a mechanic who wanted to build himself 
as good an apparatus as possible for his own use.

Two English and two American motor omnibuses, 
the latter from New York and Chicago, can now be seen 
in the streets of Berlin, where they make a very favora- 
ble impression. They were imported by the General 
Omnibus Company of Berlin, which wants to try them 
out in this city. So far, the public appears to prefer them 
to the omnibuses of German make, but it is difficult to 
say whether this is due to any advantages they may offer 
or whether this liking is merely an outcome of curiosity 
on the part of the public. At any rate, the London omni- 
buses appear to make legs noise than the German ones, 
and the American omnibuses are generally noted for 
their brilliant illumination in the evening.

A new air route is about to be opened between Berlin 
and Basel, on the Swiss frontier, enabling this distance 
for which the express train needs sixteen hours, to be 
covered in six hours, including two stops, one in Leipsic 
and one in Stuttgart. One flight in each direction is to 
tuke place daily. A German air-traffic pilot has just 
flown from Friedrichshafen, not far from Basel, via Ber- 
lin, to Konigsberg—that is, from Germany's southwest- 
ern corner to its northeastern corner, covering the dis- 
tunce of 1270 kilometers in six hours and forty minutes.

altogether $34,547 registered 
in Germany at present, according to a recent publica- 
tion. Of this number 350,000 are in Berlin. which thus 
heads the list, followed by Hamburg with 117.000, Leipsic 
with 100,000 and Munich with 88,000-listeners-in. These 
figures may appear to be small as compared with the 
number of listeners-in in the United States, but it should 
not be forgotten that the radio enthusiasts in this country 
have been hedged in by countless restrictions which have 
been dropped on'y very gradually.

Teaching Economics in English Schools 


To the Editor of THe CuristTiaAN Scrence Monitor: 

Your contributor, E. S. S., writing on the topie of 
teaching economics in English secondary schools in your 
issue of July 6, says that economics “comes naturally 
into the history teaching,” but taking his other comments, 
particularly where he says that to satisfy the demand 
for the teaching of economics “we must jettison some 
other subject to make room,” I take it that economics 
has not yet arrived in its place in the history syllabus. 

In this matter we have to take secondary education 
as it exists at the moment as a link in the educational 
chain and exercise especial care that we make no changes 
in any particular link which will render difficult the 
passage of our children from one link to the next. 
Viewed from this standpoint, we ought to be reluctant 
to make any change in the syllabus, however desirable 
such change might seem, until the whole chain can he 
adjusted to suit. For this reason alone, I hope that 
economics will not be dovetailed into the history syllabus 
until the multitudinous examining bodies—they are with 
us and we cannot ignore them—are all agreed upon the 
precise field to be covered. 

If it should be that for practical reasons economics 
has to be kept out of the secondary school curriculum, I 
still strongly think that a definite attitude toward the 
subject should be encouraged so that it may be regarded 
as one of the fields for future study by those intending 
to make themselves complete citizens. 

l am in perfect agreement with your contributor that 
economics is not an agreed abstract “science,” and if 
we do tell our children that it is a study which-will help 
them as it has helped us in considering national and 
international questions, we must tell them at the same 
time that there is more than one school of the subject 
as at present understood so that they may get at the 
truth of the matter, as far as possible, and learn to 
think about the various questions with an open mind. 

‘ro put it in another way, by all means keep economics 
out of the schools if necessary, but at the same time 
let it be understood that it is a very desirable subject 
to be studied at college, or at home, when the opportu- 
nity comes for continuing that education which is but 
barely commenced when school-leaving time arrives. 

With vour contributor’s protest against capturing the 
schools for political ends, [ entirely agree, and if he 
and his contemporaries do as he says and succeed in 
getting their pupils tq think and search after truth, we 
need not fear that they will be misled by political parties 
and political theories. May they reform those parties 
and those theories! 

Does not this demand for teaching economics in the 
schools arise from a belief that education is an affair 
which is completed, signed and sealed when the school 
door closes behind us”
